Premier shows 
a grandfather’s 
interest in

PRIME Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
revealed yesterday that his 
grandson had been serving with a 
paratroop unit in the Aishiyeh 
region of the security zone, until 
it was replaced by the Golani Bri- 
gade company that lost nine 5οὶ- 
diers in Hizbullah attacks in the 


past week. 
Rabin spoke of the matter at 
Haifa’s Rambam Hospital, where 


he visited soldiers who were 
wounded in the incidents. 

Afterwards he confinmed to re- 
porters that his grandson, Yona- 
tan, had served as a Paratroop Bri- 

in the same area 
for around four months. 

“Today 1 can talk about it ... 
now that he is finishing his army 
service after three years. The Go- 
lani Brigade, which is today in Ai- 
shiyeb, replaced the brigade in 
which my grandson was serving,” 
said Rabin. 

“I felt like any other grandfa- 
ther. My responsibility encom- 
passes an overall responsibility for 
the lives of all. It’s only natural, 
however, that as a grandfather you 
have a more sensitive attitude, be- 
cause it’s your grandson,” said 
Rabin. 


Rabin, accompanied by Health 
Minister Ephraim Soeh, visited 
the foar Golani Brigade soldiers 
who were wounded in the two 
Hizbullah attacks on Sunday and 
last Thursday, as well as Nahal 
Sgt. Itai Tzuk, 20, who was badly 
wounded fast week in a firefight 
with Hizbullah gunmen. 

Tzuk, who was bit in the head 
by a bullet, regained conscious- 
ness two days ago and is stil! in 
intensive care.

Remnants of Viennese 
Jewish museum on show 


Austria ~ and with it the thou- 

Sands of artifacts that consti- 
tuted Vienna’s Jewish museum, 
which opened in 1896. 

A year later, an antisemitic sci- 
entist demanded to show part of 
the museum's collection to prove 
Nazi theories that Jews were an 
alien Asiatic-African race. 

Last week, some of those arti- 
facts were again on show in Hit- 
ler’s homeland — exhibited in five 
of the many places where they 
were scattered by the whims of 
Tacist dictatorship. 

The show, titled “*Confiscated 
- The Collection of the Viennese 
Jewish Museum After 1938,"° 
aims to confront today’s Austri- 
ans with the legacy of their fore- 
bears” destruction of a vibrant 
Jewish community. 

Jews comprised one-fifth of Vi- 
enna’s one million population be- 
fore the Nazi takeover, a con- 
quest welcomed by many 
Austrians and resisted by others. 

Scattered through three of the 
city’s grand 19th-century muse- 
ums and two of its leading librar- 
ies, the exhibit vividly illustrates 
what happened to the old Vien- 
nese Jewish Museum. 

Perhaps the most striking ex- 
ample of its misuse at the hands 
of the Nazis comes in the Natural 
History Museum. In its anthro- 
pology section, the museum has 
reconstructed police mug shots of 
Jews from the 1930s that were 
shown in the same museum in 
1939 in an exhibit titled ~‘Physical 
and Inner Appearance of the 
Jews.” 

The current director of the 
Natural History Museum, Bernd 
Loetsch, said he had at first re- 
Sisted the idea of reviving even 
the memory of the now-infamous 
1939 show. 

“IT thought that, even today, 
it’s not really quite safe to put 
old, stupid prejudices on show 
again,” he told reporters, allud- 
ing to Nazi theories that the Jews 
were a race, distinct from Aryan 
Germans and Austrians. 

While researching the current

“*So, 00 one can say that people 
in this museum did not know 
what was going on already in 
1942-43," Loetsch said, indicat- 
ing that Viennese intellecwals of 
the time knew about the 
Holocaust. 

Loetsch said he eventually 
came fo see the current show as 
an illustration of how scientists 
can acquiesce in dictatorship. 
“The important point is ‘that’ it 


shows the scientist as the contem-. 


porary seducer... the aucritical 
propagator of lies,"" he said. 

One striking exhibit is a plaster 
cast taken from a Jew who died in 
Nazi custody. Bernard Purin, the 
organizer of the show, said a Ger- 
man professor at the University 
of Poznan, now in Poland, bad 
taken hundreds of such casts 
from Jews" heads and did a ‘‘live- 
ly trade”’ with them. 

That professor, Hermann 
Voss, later became a leading aca- 
demic in Communist East Ger- 
many, Purin said. 

Besides recalling the Nazi era, 
the five exhibition venues enable 
the contemporary Jewish Muse- 
um of Vienna -- opened two years 
ago, but currently under recon- 
struction — to show off its collec- 
tion of antique Jewish artifacts, 

Purin said a few of the objects 
on show were found only this 
year, after disappearmg for de- 
cades imo the archives of Vienna 
museums or libraries where they 
were taken under Nazism. 

Julius Schoeps, the director of 
today’s Jewish Museum, con- 
trasted their preservation with 
the near-total destruction of Jew- 
ish heritage in ex-Communist 
central and eastern Europe. 

There, said Schoeps. almost 
everything from old Jewish muse- 
ums “has disappeared, or been 
stolen, No one knows where the 
artifacts are.”* (AP)

Saddam Hussein as president for another 
seven years. The exercise is so blatantly ludi- 
crous, 50 insulting to common sense and so 
contrary to democratic processes that it can only 
be greeted with cynical derision. Observers are 
only left to wonder if the handful of voters (.04 
percent) who voted “πο were instructed 
the regime to do so to make the referendum look 
credible, or if they are truly brave dissenters 
whose days are numbered. . 

Yet the bitter and unpleasant fact is that Iraq 
is only the most unpopular Arab state, not the 
most undemocratic. Real elections, in which the 
position of executive power is contested by 
opposing candidates representing different 
ideologies or competing concepts of govern- 
ment do not exist anywhere in the Arab world. 

The best that can be said for pro-Western 
countries like Jordan, Egypt and Morocco is 
that their citizens suffer less ion than 
citizens of Iraq, Syria, Libya or Sudan, and that 
their parliaments have something to say, though 
not the final word, about legislation, while in 
Iraq, Libya and Syria the legislatures are noth- 
ing but rubber-stamp bodies. 

But if there is one thing common to all 22 
countries of the Arab League it is that none 
holds free, democratic elections for the state’s 
executive positions. President Hosni Mubarak’s 
“‘election”’ is in principle no different from that 
of Hafez Assad’s, Muammar Gaddafi’s or Sad- 
dam Hussein’s.

What makes the derision of Saddam seem 
particularly discriminatory is that on the very 
same day that he presided over this travesty of a 
referendum, his Syrian counterpart made an 
almost unnoticed move to abolish whatever 
semblance of democratic procedures exists in 
Lebanon. 

Ignoring ἃ provision in the Lebanese consti- 
tution which limits the tenure of the president to 
six years, Assad ‘‘requested’’ that an amend- 
ment be introduced which would extend Presi- 
dent Elias Harawi’s term of office by another 
three years. The reason given by the Syrian“ 
dictator is that the measure should ‘‘assure the 
stability, continuity and full coordination be- 
tween Lebanon and Syria, at a time difficult 
decisions must be made in the region.”’ Transla- 
tion: Assad likes the way Harawi follows 
Syrian orders. He does not wish irrelevant mat- 
ters like a constitution to get in the way. 

The same kind of contempt for democratic 
procedures is being displayed by the Palestinian 
Authority. Yasser Arafat keeps talking of the 
democratic elections scheduled for next year. 
But while seats on the Palestinian Council may 
be contested, real power will remain in Arafat’s 
hands, and he will be running woopposed. 

Tt was perhaps too much to expect that the 
“Ra’ees”* will risk his seat of power, or that he 
will admit the dictatorial nature of his rule. But 
that international observers are willing to legiti- 
mate such a mockery of ‘‘democratic elec- 
tions’’ with their presence is a sad commentary 
on the world community's integrity. 


Terrorism in Paris 


no hiding places for terrorists. Unfortu- 

nately, France is proving to be a rabbit 
warren of hiding places for the Islamic fanatics 
who planned the outrage against commuters on 
the RER underground express on Monday. 

Wester Europe’s worst nightmares about 
the power of terrorism are being unfolded in 
France. A handful of fanatics from ‘Algeria, 
armed with no more than domestic gas canisters © 
and simple firing pins are turning one of Eu- 
Tope’s premier cities into an armed Thou- 
sands of uniformed and undercover police roam 
the capital, more than 5,000 soldiers have been 
transferred to police duty. Some 25,000 mem- 
bers of the security forces are now on the 
streets. 

With 29 people injured, some severely, in the 
atrocity, it is hardly an appropriate time to 
conclude that some sins of the past are returning 
to haunt France. But there is a lesson for the 
future as European governments opens their 
borders in the drive for union. In the past, in the 
years of rampant Middle East-based terrorism 
and hijacking, the official French attitude was 
ali too often that it cared little for an internation- 
al effort to fight the menace — so long as the 
terrorists kept their bombs off French soil. 
French business, the French armaments indus- 
try, French politics demanded that in the pursuit 
of unbridted self-interest, Paris could engage in 
dances with wolves at arm's length. The wolves 
are now calling the tune in the belief that they

early 1980s, Iranian terrorists likewise repaid 
years of French hospitality to the exiled Ayatol- 
lah Khomeini — who organized his Islamic 
revolution from France — with a vicious bomb- 
ing campaign in Paris.

It is hard to know what France hopes to gain 
by its continued-high-profile engagement with 
the Algerian government. Indications from the 
GIA (islamic Armed Group) indicate that Mon- 
day’s bombing was linked to a controversial 
meeting President Chirac plans to hold with 
Algeria’s military leader Liamine Zeroual next 
week. While it would be uaforgivable to sug- 
gest a government’s foreign policy agenda 
should be set by terrorists, France’s bid to 
maintain erg, Heyyy aoe in shattered Al- 
geria is fruitless. The Algerian government is 
scarcely less ruthless than its fundamentalist 
opponents, and by now, the futility of negotiat- 
ing with any Arab dictators or Islamic extrem- 
ists who refuse to abandon terrorism should be 
clear to any democratic European government. 
There is no easy solution to France’s current 
war with the terrorists, but one thing is clear. It 
is time for Paris to abandon the traditional 
attitude of ‘‘France first and to hell with the 
rest.”” It should seek wholehearted cooperation 
with its European Union and other democratic 
partners in sharing intelligence and border po- 
lice resources. And it should join a major inter- 
national political alliance to isolate Islamic ter- 
rorists and the states which sponsor them.

Chapter Two of the Consumer Protec- 
tion Law, 1981 - entitled “Misleading Acts 
and Taking Advantage of a Person's Dis- 
tress” — states: “A dealer shall do nothing 
— by any act or omission, in writing, by 


word of mouth or in any other manner — 
likely to mislead a consumer as to any 
matter material to a transaction... 

Tn describing what should be regarded as 
“matters material to a transaction,” sub- 
paragraph (a)(1) notes: “the quality, na- 
ture, quantity and type of any commodity 
or service,” and sub-paragraph (a)(13) 
specifies: “the ordinary or normal price or 
the price charged in the past. including 
credit terms and the rate of interest.” 

Paragraph (3){b) states: “A dealer shail 
do nothing ... which constitutes taking ad- 
vantage of 8 consumer's distress, igno- 


rance or the exertion of undue influence 
upon him, all in order to conclude a trans- 
action on abnormal or unreasonable terms 
or to obtain ἃ consideration exceeding the 
pormal consideration.” 

Admittedly. my distress in the face of 
Friday morning frazzle. as well as my un- 
willingness to postpone this particularly 
distasteful errand. does not constitute be- 
coming a victim of exploitation under the 
law. 

Or does it? 

Had this service station placed a sign 
visible from the street informing me that I 
was liable to be charged more than double 
the “ordinary or normal price™ to have my 
car cleaned «at the discretion of the arten- 
dants and management, I most certainly 
would not have waited on a long line. 

But. of course, it is not in Mrs. Efrati's 
interest that unsuspecting motorists should 
be aware of these eccentric pricing prac- 
tices before pulling into her car wash. She 
understands the workings of feeble minds 
such as my own. 

Unfortunately. I confirmed her business 
savvy by proving her right. 

Undoubtedly, I am not the only custom- 
er to have put up and shut up. (Though a 
personal survey I conducted among friends 
revealed that many of them no fonger fre- 
quent this particular establishment. for this 
very reason.) 


According to Aliza Liram. Director of 
the Israel Consumer Council, Jerusalem 
Branch, there is no government supervi- 
sion of car-wash establishments in Israel. 


Perhaps not. But we. as consumers, 
have ἃ great deal of power where our 
pockets are concemed.

From his field research station 

_ in Bimini, Gruber and a team of 
graduate students study lemon 
sharks. By learning more about 
δον they live, they hope to Jay 
the scientific foundation for a 

* shark-farming industry. 

“Our goal is learning what it 

᾿ takes to make these little lemon 

. sharks grow to become big lemon 
sharks,” Gruber says. “This way 
people can have sharks, sharks 

- can have sharks, and the fisher- 
men won't go broke.” 

As an offshoot of his research, 
Gruber feels compelled to try to 
change the fearsome image of 
sharks inspired by the movie 
Jaws, and has given eco-tourism a 
new twist: shark diving. 

Gmuber brings students and 
tourists interested in learning 


about sharks to his research sta- 
tion and allows them to snorkel 
among Caribbean reef and lemon 
sharks ‘ranging in size from 90 
centimeters to 2 meters long. 

“You will be frightened at first, 
but it will give way to fascina- 
tion,” Gruber tells a group from 
the Boston-based environmental 
organization Earthwatch. 

The 57-year-old “shark doc- 
tor” has been studying sharks 
since 1961, when he was a gradu- 
ate student at the University of 
Miami.

*perts on sharks,” says George 

Burgess, director of the Interna- 

tional Shark Attack File at the 

oe of Florida in Gaines- 
le. 

“Sharks have historically been 
the stepchild of fish-related re- 
search. Most people didn’t care if 
they were killed.” 

At 20, while diving 2 reef off 
the Florida coast, Gruber had his 
first close encounter with a shark. 

“I was menaced by what 
seemed like a 2,000-foot [600- 
meter] hammerhead,” he says. “I 
was certain I was dead. Bat he 
left me alone. It probably never 
even looked at me.” 

Gruber says he returned to Mi- 
ami and told his father he was 
dropping his zoology studies at 
Emory University in Atlanta and 
transferring to the University of 
Miami to study sharks. 

Gruber’s shask lab, formally 
known as the Bimini Biological 
Field Station, is part research 
center, part public-relations bat- 
tlefront in the campaign to save 
sharks. 

The lab is in a smal! waterfront 
clearing on sparsely populated 
South Bimini, about 80 kilome- 
ters east of Miami. Its location 
gives Gruber and the graduate 
students access to a healthy popu- 
lation of sharks who re the area 
as a spawning md.

They hope their findings will 
make it easier to raise sharks in 
captivity, eventually making it 
possible to start a shark-farming 
branch of aquaculture that would 
reduce the fishing pressure on 
wild sharks. 

“We know sharks can’t be tak- 
en into captivity very easily,” 
Gruber says. “But very little is 
known about them. How they 
fish, what influences their behav- 
ior.—these. kinds of studies have 
never Geen'done. Before you can 


know ther.” 

Federal regulations passed in 
1993 are aimed at protecting 39 
species of sharks from overfish- 
ing in the Atlantic Ocean and the 
Gulf of Mexico. But Gruber says 
more must be done to protect 
sharks in the Pacific and other 
oceans. 

The sharks’ life cycle mirrors 
that of their human predators. 
Sharks take from 12 to 15 years to 
become sexually mature. When 
they reproduce, they bave few 
offspring, usually two. 

Gruber says that means it 


could take sharks a generation to [0 two meters long. 

recover from overfishing — if at 

all. but don’t need to be feared. 
Gruber grows animated when Every novice who enters the 


he talks about the myth and reali- 
ty of sharks. As long as people 
mistakenly see them as mean, 
mindless, eating machines, they 
won't think much about saving 
the sharks. 

“The reality is so far from the 
myths that I can’t really under- 
stand how they started,” he says. 
But he acknowledges that sharks 
do bite people. 

According to the International 
Shark Attack File, there are an 
average of 50 to 75 shark attacks 
on humans woridwide each year, 
resulting in from five to 10 
deaths

BOOMING overseas sales helped 
shrink the US deficit on trade in 
goods and services sharply in Av- 
gust to the smallest total for any 
month this year, the Commerce 
Department said yesterday.

21.2 percent from July’s total to 
$8.82 billion, well onder Wail 
Street economists’ forecasts of an 
5110. August gap. 

The controversial deficit with 
Japan fell in August for a fifth 
consecutive month, while strong 
sales of airplanes and computers 
brought down the deficit with 
Western Europe. 

Meanwhile, Finance Minister 
Avraham Shehat and US Trade 
Representative Mickey Kantor 
met yesterday to discuss trade re- 
lations between the two countries, 
as well as Israel’s latest tax policy 
on automotive vehicles.

SEATTLE (AP) ~ They were the 
epitome of bad baseball for four 
decades, stuck in a stadium called 
the Mistake by the Lake and so 
terrible they inspired movies 
about a team that never won.

These Cleveland Indians are 
definitely major league. 

The Indians reached the World 
Series for the first time since 
1954, stopping Randy Johnson 
and the Seattle Mariners 4-0 
Tuesday uight behind Dennis 
Martinez to win the American 
League playoffs 4-2. 

“T think that the people of 
Cleveland have suffered long.” 
said Indians manager Mike Har- 
grove, who played on some of 
Cleveland's terrible teams. *'This 
is something you can never count 
on," 

The Mariners. for the fourth 
time in 16 days, asked Johnson to 
save their season. Relying on his 
slider more than his overpower- 
ing fastball, he kept bis team 
close until Carlos Baerga’s homer 
capped a three-run’ eighth inning. 
Johnson left — with one last wave 
~ to a standing ovation that in- 
cluded the applause of series 
Most Valuable Player pitcher 
Orel Hershiser of the Indians. 

“You don’t win 100 games just 
because of a great offense,’ Jobn- 
son said. ‘““They have some pretty 
good pitching over there, t00."” 

Now the Indians, who dominat- 
ed the regular season and swept 
Boston in the first round of the 
playoffs, will take on the Atlanta 
Braves, the team with the best re- 
cord in the National League. 

The World Series starts Satur- 
day night in Atlanta. Greg Mad- 
dux, likely to wio bis fourth 
straight NL Cy Young Award giv- 
en to the league’s best pitcher, will 
start Game 1 for the Braves. Her- 
shiser, 7-0 in postseason play in- 
cluding two wins against Seattle, 
likely will pitch for Cleveland.

The government needs the 
silent majority and all those who 
Support its policy to demonstrate 
their backing publicly. We will 
provide this support, something 
which has not happened so far, 
and see to it that the radical right 
wing is not alone on the street.” 

Action committee coordinator 
Pinni Kabbalo, the Beit 586 δα 
Tabor council secretary, said ‘‘it is 
unthinkable that what they [the 
right wing] couldn't achieve dem- 
ocratically in the Knesset, they 
will impose with hoodlum meth- 
ods in the street.

“If Hanoar Haoved (the Hista- 
drut’s youth movement) decides 
to demonstrate for peace, it is 
perfectly legitimate, just like the 
Baoei Akiva youth movement, 
which is financed by the state and 
the Education Ministry, partici- 
pates in demonstrations against 
the peace process,"” he said. 

A senior Labor source told The 
Jerusalem Post last night that par- 
ty secretary-general Nissim Zvilli 
had initially rejected the idea that 
the party accompany Rabin with 
a cheering squad, arguing that 
this is “Bolshevik thinking.

Anti-government groups: 
Rabin is losing it 


ANTI-government protest lead- 
ers reacted with a mixture of 
amusement and scorn at the for- 
mation yesterday of what is es- 
sentially an anti-anti-government 
protest group.

them.” 

“The people of Israel are not 
stupid,"’ Feiglin said. ‘‘After one 
or two demonstrations they will 
realize that you are talking about 
the same people. This is a contin- 
uation of an old Bolshevik trick.””
